THE IPSWICH DRAINAGE AGAIN 
Every now and then in this column we refer 


to the problem of the drainage of the Ipswich’ 


River, as it affects Wilmington. As air readers 
know if the drainage could be effected ulti- 
mately Wilmington conld probably double its 
amount of usable land. As our readers also know 
there is a bill in the State Legislature which 
was spons wed by Representatives Tanner and 
Wilkinson, to have the Commonwealth do the ne- 
cessary work in effecting this drainage - at a 
“cost of about $600,000. 
We have kept our fingers crossed, during the 
desultry events of the past few years. The bill 


has had good reports - except what will happen, 


to the water supplies of some other towns and 
cities is a question that is always asked, and 
never answered. 

The immediate stumbling block is the water 
supply of our sister-town of Reading, which is 
from a well field located near the Ipswich, and 
just south of the Wilmington-Reading line. 

To date no one has been willing to stand up 
and publicly make a statement as to what will

WATER METERS 

The water meter Program, voted by the Town 
at our last Annual Town Meeting, is now about 
95% completed, and will shortly be 100%. 

About 2400 meters have been installed to 
date. The Water Department has instituted a pro 
gram of reading the meters every three months. 
Such a program sounds easy, and is, except that 
adjustments have to be made as the number of 
meters increase. 

As the program is to be ultimately worked 
out one employee will be used about half-time 
in the reading of meters - so many each momth. 
The rest of the time he will be used for other 
purposes. 

But in order to nse him efficiently, so that 
he will not be traipsing all over town each 
month he will have to wark by "blocks" or areas 
Encompassing such areas into a workable program 
will mean inevitably that sane meters will have 
to be read in what would seem to be an "off- 
period" time - that is in perhaps the first or 
second month after the previous reading, in- 
stead of waiting for a full three months. 

All this is readily understandable, if a 
person but stops and reflerts for a moment. The 
Water Department howevers is keeping its fingers 
crossed. 

The Water Department knows for certain that 
it will receive calls from irate citizens who 
will suspect the worst when they get two bills 
mly one or two months apart. They know that 
those citizens will call firsts and then look 
at the bill afterwards to see if it is really

But what 
about the old age citizens and 
tax-payers who can’t get aid 
of any sort if they have a 
home unless they allow the. 
tow and state to place a lien 
on their home? Are these old 
people to be forgotten? many 
of them are trying to exist on 
a very small social security, 
not enough to keep body and 
soul together. To those old 
peqple some sort of gratitude 
should be given. They should 
not be treated the way our 
town government has done to 
these people - doubling the 
valuation on homes they worked 
hard to have for the time they 
could no longer work.

Pe) 
tails of registration and bor- 
fowing privileges may be 
learned from the Librarian 
when the bookmobile cqmes. 


The Center will operate with 
a staff of three; Librarian, 
Mrs Richard J Sullivan, clerk- 
chauffeur Rene Faucher, and a 
clerical assistant. Three days 
of each week mrs. Sullivan and 
Mr Faucher will travel in the 
bookmobile, making 38 stops in 
28 towns of northeastem mass- 
achusetts every three weeks. 
The remainder of the week will 
be spent in restocking the 
bookmobile, etc. 

in addition to its service to 
individuals, the Center will 
offer consultation service to 
local libraries, 

The Regional Library Center 
in North Reading is the fourth 
such center to be set up by 
the Division of Library Exten- 
sion. Regional centers in 
Pittsfield, Greenfield, and 
Fall River have been operated 
since 1940, following a recom- 
mendation four years earlier 
by the Division of Public Li- 
braries. The funds for opera- 
tion of these services during 
their first two years were pro 
vided by a grant from the 
Works progress Aiministration, 
and the original bookmobiles 
were gifts of the massachusett 
State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the massachusetts Li- 
brary Aid Association, and the 
Massachusetts Library Associa- 
tion. Rent-free office quart- 
ers were contributed by the 
Public Libraries of pittsfield 
Fall River and Greenfield. 

In the northeastern section 
of the State, the merrimac Val 
ley Library Association, a 
voluntary organization has for 
many years circulated its 


books through the local libra- 
ries in this area, This assoc- 
iation and librarians and 
trustees in this area have 
worked and planned for many 
years to bring regional libra- 
ry service here. 

The ‘dream come true’, a new 
State bookmobile operated from 
a new regional center to serve 
northeastern massachusetts fol 
lowed passages of the Federal 
Library Services Act in june 
1958, The purpose of the act 
is to further extend library 
service to rural areas and to 
supplement local library ser- 
vice. The Act provided Federal 
Grants, if matched by State 
funds, for a period of five 
years, for extension of ser- 
vice, including purchase of 
bookmobiles but not land or 
buildings, to towns of less 
than 10, population accord- 
ing to the 1950 census.
